KLANSMANIS 


FOUND GUILTY 


jfASTROP, La., Nov. 7.—With dra- 


matic suddenness, the klansmen's 
trials in Bastrop were thrown back 
today to the turbulent times when 
hooded bands held sway in More- 
house parish. 


Judge Fred Odom found Jess E 


Burnett guilty of assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon upon Walter Neelis, 
a young automobile salesman, and 
in do'ng so, threw aside the defend- 
ant's testimony of his innocence, de- 
claring "those were terrible times." 


"The accused was connected with 


events leading up to the tragic mur- 
ders. I cannot believe he is strong 
enough to tell the truth and confess 
his guilt of this minor offense. Per- 
sonally I don't blame him " 


Captain J. K. Skipwith, exalted cy- 


clops of the ku klux klan, and his fol- 
lowers sat forward in their seats in 
amazement. Audible gasps ran thru 
the spectators. 


The judge continued: 
"But this court would be shirking 


its duty if it did not disregard such 
matters and find the defendant 
guilty." 


Attorneys for Capt. J. K. Skipwith, 


exalted cyclops of the ku klux klan, 
and others convicted Monday of car- 
rying firearms while "arresting" 
Alonzo Barddock, alleged bootlegger, 
again interrupted proceedings in the 
investigation of activities of masked 
bandits in Morehouse parish with a 
second moton for a retrial. 


Judge Fred Odom yesterday de- 


nied Attorney aBrnett's motion 
to 


reopen the case and today was ob- 
viously annoyed when klan counsel 
brought up the matter. 


Skipwith strongly felt his convic- 


tion Monday and the court's remarks 
denying the appeal lor the retnal 
yesterday. 


Attorneys 
for J. K. Skipwith, 


exalted cyclops of 
the klan, and 


others on trial here for minor of- 
fenses, lost the first round Tuesday 
when the state succeeded in block- 
ing a move for a retrial for those 
who took Lin Braddock, alleged boot- 
legger, from his home last Novem- 
ber. 


Today will witness the completion 


of the trial of Jeff Burnett and Har- 
ley Rogers, charged with holding up 
a 
young 
automobile 
salesman, 


Walter Neelis, whom masked men 
mistook for Tom Richards, their in- 
tended victim. Judge aBrnett, lea'CS- 
ing attorney for Skipwith, was bend- 
ing every legal effort to secure the 
acquittal of these two to pave the 
way for victory when Captain Skip- 
with, his son Oliver, Jeff Burnett 
and'E N. Gray go on trial for "con- 
spiracy to compel a person to leave 
an automobile."

Samnel J. Tuttle of Lincoln, and 


1 W. J. Connell Have That 


Record Honor. 


W. J. Connell of Omaha, who has 


been in Lincoln for several days in 
attendance upon the supreme court 
took a part of his leisure to look up 
the records of the court with f espect 
to bar membership. Mr. Connell was 
admitted to practice in the supreme 


i 
court on July 6, 1870, and he discov- 


I 
ered that by those records he is the 
second oldest living member. Judge 
Samuel J. Tuttle of Lincoln, who was 
admitted'In the July previous, 1869, 
is first. 
Mr. Connell Is nowr the oldest mem- 


ber of the Douglas county mar, with 
John L. Webster second, length of 
service being the test, and recently 
issued a booklet in which'he set 
down some of his earliest recollec- 
tions and experiences. Mr. Connell 
stopped while in Lincoln -with his 
daughter, Mrs. t M. Raymond, Jr. 
This is not the only tie of interest 
that binds him to Lincoln. 


In tbe early days when the func- 


tions of district judges were per- 
formed by members of the 
supreme 


court, there were three men on the 
bench. Each -was provided with a 
district attorney. Mr. Connell 
was 


the of0cial in charge of a district of 
eleven counties which included both 
Douglas and Lancaster, and he re- 
calls having prosecuted a number of 
case* in Lincoln. At the time be was 
admitted to the bar the supreme 
co^rt -was made up of Judges O. P. 
Mason. George B. Lake and Lorenzo 
Crounse. 
The first sessions of the 


•court up to February. 1S$9. were beld 
at Omaha, bat in July. 1S69, tbe court 
opened In Lincoln. 


Later, in 1S90. Mr. Connell was 


elected to congress from the First 
district, which 
included Lancaster 
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county. He is now past 78 years of 
age, But is able to appear in court 
and argue cases with his old clear- 
ness and much of his old vigor.

klansmen, Kimbro said. 


Kimbro declared he personally di- 


rected one of the white cappings. He

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The "con- 


fession" letter alleged written by 
Mrs. 
Anne U Stillman to her hus- 


band, James Stillman, which was 
filed in court today by Stillman, as a 
part of his appeal from a decision 
denying him a.dlvorce, follows: 


"Dear Jimmie: You have had such 


a bad time in your life, have stood 
things so like a gentleman, that I 
bate to hurt you. First, you and I 
are not the same in our makeups. 
Dr. Russell says to me, 'You don't 
stand fretting well. You are like a 
high nettl edhorse. 
You could en- 


aure till you dropped—carry double 
the weight.' 
That's it. 
There are 


some things that break us and they 
don't break you." 


The letter then proceeds to pro- 


test Mrs. Stillman's love for her hus- 
band and to declare that a person 
referred 
to as "J. S." "took you 


away from me." 


"You 
became very unreal, too," 


said the letter. 
"Something that 


cam eand went, always polite and 
kind. 


"I am not smashed, but if you 


loved all your family and were going 
to have au Indian baby that you 
tried not to hate: that there was not 
a spot for you with honor or peace; 
that you were ill and tired: that a 
dear little man with whiskers tells 
jou that the world is a good place 
and that the hard, blind people are 
to be pitied, for they know nothing 
of what they miss. 


"Sit ia jour big house and eat. you 


and Anne. 
Did you not say don't 


bother 
about 
the other people? 


These things will always be. 
You 


can't help them. No. you are wrong. 
Love protects by understanding the 
needs of those about us—trial's all. 


"I have tried lo understand even 


the servants and forgiv«> if the r'g'nt 
spirit was there. ! won't write >ou 
of what the cold and Canada W<T" 
to me. Fr"d meant to be kind, but 
he had won me and 1 was his and 
no oa» flse wanted m*- and h<* 3s 
murh Indian.

broke him; he was honorable, but I 
broke him and all his dreams and 
that is so cruel that when you break, 
all those that love you tumble with 
me. 


"Dr. Russel is broken 
He loves 


me and he knew Fred to be honest 
I have been thru a lot more than I 
think some could stand, for I have 
learned all the terrible things, looked 
into them." 


The letter has no signature and is 


undated. 


When attempts were made to in- 


troduce it as evidence in the hearing 
of the Stillman case a year ago it 
was ruled out as inadmissable. 


"Dr. Russell won't let me take 


medicine. 
He 
says 
they 
are 


poisons." the alleged letter con- 
tinued. 


"I went to one terrible man. not 


to save myself, please believe me. 
"What have I left in the world? But 
I couldn't. 
I looked at him and I 


thought, no, an Indian baby was 
honorable, but not to have a man 
like that touch me. 


"T\hen I thought I would go back 


to Canada, take Arthur and Fred and 
an old Indian woman and get lost. 
But what matters. I can't save any- 
one—not ei <=n myself "

Damage Suit Involves Settlement 


of Question of What Auto 


Driver Must Do at Rail- 


road Crossing.

The supreme court is shortly to 


be called upon to decide whether a 
railroad train has a prior right at 
grade crossings and what duties; de- 
volve upon the auto driver crossing 
them. The law with respect to horse 
drawn vehicles was finally fairly well 
settled, but just about that time the 
automobile came along and presents 
some new questions. 


Dr. Claude Palmer of Morril coun- 


ty was drivingrar 
ty had his machine run down at a 
grade crossing and sued the Burling- 
ton. The court directed the jury to 
find for the railroad company, and 
Palmpr is now in the supreme court 
urging that the court was wrong. 


The railroad company has just 


filed a lengthy brief in support of 
its position, which will inteiest au- 
tomobile drivers, which means near- 
ly everybody. It contends that a dri- 
ver who has an opportunity to lis- 
ten and iook, and do not do so can- 
not recover because of that neglect 
It saj s that if there exists any obsta- 
cle to his getting a clear view of 
the track to ascertain if a train is 
coming, a greater vigilance is re- 
quired than where the view is unob- 
structed, and that a railroad has the 
right to maintain 
proper building 


alone the tracks and to place cars 
on side tracks where they are nec- 
essarj to put in the due course ot 
business. Raving done so it cannot 
be charged with being negligent in 
having obstructed the view of dri- 
vers. 


The railroad maintains also that 


while both its trains and automobiles 
ha\e rights upon crossings, the train 
has the prior right of passage, and 
that if it looks as tho both were like- 
ly to reach the crossing at the same 
time, it is the duty of the driver of 
the vehicle to stop An engineer, it 
says has a right to assume that he 
will be given the right of way under 
such circumstances and is not re- 
quired to stop or to reduce his speed 
until it is evident that the driver 
of the machine has not noticed the 
approach of the train and has no in- 
tention of stopping. It is also con- 
tended that the same rules as apply 
to horses are not to be considered in 
the case of an automobile, which has 
no nerves 
and does not 
become 


frightened, is much easier controlled 
than is a horse, and where it is evi- 
dent that the collision between the 
machine and the engine endangers

day morning, in connection with the 
death of Bertie Meier, eighteen, 
Scribner, Neb., University freshman, 
run down and fatally injured at 8 
o'clock Monday evening at the inter- 
section of Sixteenth and N streets. 
Ketelhut will be arraigned at 2 p. m. 
Wednesday. 


The charge was brought by County 


Attorney Matson. Mr. Ketelhut is 
charged with driving the auto that 
ran down and caused the death of 
Bertie Meier and injured Etta,T Park 
and Verona Stabenow, hertwxTcom- 
panions. 


Miss Meier died at 3:15 a. m. Tues- 


day from a fractured skull. Miss 
Etta Parks, twenty, a roommate o! 
the 
victim, 
is 
recovering 
from 


bruises and cuts on the face and 
head. The accident occurred shortly 
after 8 p. m. Monday at the inter- 
section of Sixteenth and N streets. 
The two girls with Miss Verona 
Stabenow, also 
of Scribner, were 


walking north on the east side of 
Sixteenth street on their-way to a 
show. According to Miss Stabenow, 
the auto swung around the corner 
striking the girls. 


Mr. Ketelhut was placed under ar- 


rest at 10:30 p. m. Monday and has 
been held at the city jail since. He 
says that he was not going over 
twenty miles an hour and that he 
was on the right side of the street 
He had just left tbe Ske'lley oil sta- 
tion from Sixteenth street, turned 
north and then, swung around east,

flash and whenever he left someone

1 ill—often fatally. 


Huber became rich. His demoniac 


activities, 
which 
destroyed 
his 


: friends and relatives to his financial 
. gain, brought him from boyhood pov- 


%. erty to wealth In maturity. As he 
ij sat across from an acquaintance in 
•; an express train dining car he care- 
| lessly applied atropine poison—with 
: fatal results. 


Huber married Into a rich family. 


One by one the members 
thereof 


i died—poisoned mysteriously — until 
: only Huber and his wife remained. 


The only evidence against Huber 
brought out at the trial proved that 
he had obtained erysipelas bacilli 
from the body of one of his dead 
relatives. He claimed bis scientific 
researches explained this. 


Another circumstance brought out 
at the trial was that Hubert fathy- 
In-law died of arsenic poisoning In 
his food shortly after submitting to 
a foot massage by his son-in-law Hu- 
ber. Here again Huber declared It 
was merely a coincident, tho Hu- 
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er's mother-in-law and sister-in-law 
lad both died under somewhat sim- 
ilar circumstances. 


His most recent "circumstances" 
ras used to put him In prison. Hu- 
>er, In need of ready cash, became 
acquainted with a rich young couple 
named Grimm. He visited them, go- 
Ing to their suburban home in his 
automobile. 
During the night the 


couple developed cramps—the result 
of digatalls poisoning. Huber, also 
apparently ill from the same cause, 
left immediately for his home, leav- 
ing his automobile behind. Invesil- 
gators, thoroly angry, started after 
Huber In the automobile, but Huber 
had tampered with the machine, 
which broke down en route. 


Later, Huber was arrested and 


tried. The mild sentence—fifteen 
years in jail and fifteen years' loss 
of citizenship for robbing the Grimm 
pair—was a surprise to followers of 
the case. The court held that proof 
of Huber's guilt in connection with 
the string of deaths connected with 
his every mova was not sufficient 
to convict 
So they put him in jail 


for stealing.

Sale and Consumption of Beer and 


Light Wines Eegulated by - 


Alberta Legislature. 


CALGARY, Alta., 
Nov. 7.— Al- 


berta's drinks will be measured hjy 
the legislature. 


While the province voted wet by 


approximately 25,000 majority Mon- 
' day, after seven years of prohibition, 
iit remains with the legislature to 
f regulate the sale and consumption of 
beer and light wines in public places. 


The liquor act adopted reads : 
"Beer to be consumed on licensed 


premises and in "private residences; 
wine and beer to be purchased in 
limited quantities under permits is- 
sued by the government under gov- 
ernment control and regulations " 


The clause leaves much to the 


power of the legislature. 
A session 


of the house will be called and 
Premier Greenfield 
has 
indicated 


this probably will not take place 
until the middle of December. 


Necessary machinery will not be 


in motion until a month or so after 
the session is called 
Leaders of 


the Moderation league, which spon- 
sored the measure, already are dis- 
cussing recommendations to the law 
makers.

The company wants the 
land for a water supply source. 


The Burlington will go to 
Salt 


creek for engine water. 
Work on 


a new pumping plant will be started 
at once in Lincoln park, just above 
the dam. The water will be pumped 
from the creek, taken to the round 
house and water supply tanks in the 
yards, and used for engines. It will 
require 
a little 
treatment before 


such use, principally for the elimina- 
tion of mud. A lime treatment and 
precipitation will make 
of it fine 


water for power purposes. 


Tests have shown that there is 


little or no salt in Salt creek above 
the point where . Haynes' 
branch 


empties into sSalt creek. The branch 
water is salty, very salty.. 


The company will buy water from 


the city for depot and office use. It 
will maintain the electric equipment 
at the Lancaster station, using the 
wells there for an emergency 
and 


additional supply. Salt was devel- 
oped in these wells during the past 
year but salt sources were sealed 
and the water quality there is said 
to be good now, altho the volume is 
not what Js desired nor required. 


The company has secured an op- 


tion on the more than ninety acres 
of land formerly known as Lincoln 
park and later as Electric park. The 
option runs until next February. The 
Burlington will decide by that time 
whether the source of water supply 
there for engine purposes Is what 
it requires. 
If it is, the option will 


be closed and if not the deal will 
fall thru.

The appeal of the Great Western 


Railway company from a holding of 
the Douglas district court that it 
was responsible for the carload of 
grain that J. F. Twombly & Sons lost 
by reason of the misconduct of an- 
other Omaha grain trader, named

son it with pepper and a little salt, 
thicken it with flour and butter, 
rubbed to a paste, and add a tea- 
spoonful of parsley, chopped fine, 
then the oysters. Fill the pies with 
the mixture, put on the top crusts 
and bake them until the crusts are 
done. The pies make an excellent

put it on to boil in cold water, to 
which the juice of half a lemon and 
of a small onion has been added. 
Boil the fish about ten or twelve 
minutes, then lift it with a slammer 
and allow it to cool. When it is 
cold, flake the fish and add a peeled, 
seeded and diced cucumber, half of 
a seeded and finely-minced red pep- 
per—a canned pepper will do—a. cup- 
ful of finely-minced celery, a table- 
spoonful of washed capers and a salt- 
spoonful of paprika. 
Add enough 


mayonnaise to moisten the salad 
and serve it in lettuce leaves, gar- 
nishing each portion with a pimento- 
stuffed olive. 


Baked Sole. 


Select a short, thick sole or floun- 


der, and after it has been filleted, dip 
each fillet into melted butter, then 
roll it in seasoned crumbs, lay it on 
a buttered baking-dish, and sprinkle 
it with a mixture of the juice of 
half a lemon, a few drops of onion 
juice, a teaspoonful of melted butter, 
a saltspoonful of paprika and a tea- 
spoonful of chopped, parsley. Bake 
th'j sole from ton to twelve minutes, 
or until it is a delicate brown.

plosion were proven untrue when 
rescuers penetrated the shaft. 


Definite plans for burying the 


dead had not been completed early 
today. 
Two of the victims were 


residents of Heckley, near here, and 
they probably will be buried in their

more Intelligence, and character to 
boot, to know when not to make fun 
of things. 


It is possible to make almost any- 


thing or anyone appear 
ridiculous.

susceptible to ridicue, — only your 
sense of value can do that 


No One Is Immune 


"The wisest and best of men/' 


says Jane Austen, "nay. the wisest 
and best of their actions, may be 
rendered ridiculous by a person 
whose first object in life is a joke." 


This is an age which has a great 


respect for a sense of humor. So 
much has been said in praise of this 
gift that many people would almost 
rather admit a serious moral defect 
than an inability to see a joke.

took the federal civil service ex- 
aminations last year, and of this 
number eight hundred and thirty-five 
are known to have been guilty of 
dishonesty. The commonest offense 
was the making of false statements 
in applications on such questions as 
age, education, previous experience 
and 
criminal 
record. Six offered 


bribes, six forged medical certifi- 
cates and twenty-eight were caught 
cheating in the examination rooms. 


Allowing for some cases of dis- 


honesty that eluded discovery, less 
than half of one per cent of those 
who took the examinations were dis- 
honest. All things considered, that 
is a rather 
encouraging showing. 


Probably a better showing is made 
by young men and women taking 
college examinations, but in this 
case a tradition of sportsmanship 
and fair play is an important factor, 
and one that is lacking, or at least 
much less potent, in the case of civil 
service examinations. Public senti- 
ment would not condone cheating In 
civil service exams, yet we cannot

•with the farmers of all classes, the 
almost unanimous expression was: 
"The farmer must reduce 
his ex- 


penses and cut out some of the 'over- 
head,' in the way of hired help and 
luxury." 


Doctor Jardine really summed up,

congress, practically the general ex- 
pression from the lips of the fanners 
•who were s*3rviewed by the Star's 
correspondent "when he said: "Burn 
less gas and work harder." 


Every business man has this same

LITTLE LESSONS IN 
FOOTBALL 


In 1851—and it was then twelve 


years since the first diamond was 
laid out for the game—the Knicker- 
bockers of New York carne upon the 
field wearing 
blue trousers, white 


shirts and straw hars. They played 
a game not cramped into nine in- 
nings but dependent upon which side 
club had iramod the rules for what 
•was then popularly known as the 
New York game. They disapproved 
of the soaking of base runners which 
was allowed in the New England 
game—that is, hitting a runner with 
the ball. But they recognized that a 
man was out on a ball caught on a 
bounce. 


It was Knickerbockers 
who be- 


came the first organized 
baseball 


club in the world. This happened in 
1845, tho they had been playing prac- 
tice games since 1S42. It was they 
also in 1857 who called the first con- 
vention of existing clubs—the fore- 
runner of thf modern league. Bat 
like all pioneers they served their 
purpose and yjen became a handicap 
to the game The} soon ga\e place 
to the Excelsiors of Krooklj n, the 
first team to go on tour in 1860. 


The Knickerbockers were organ- 


ized in the spirit of a cricket team. 
They were gentlemen playing ball: 
they did not watch the spread of the 
gam^with much enthusiasm; they

The democrats, who in the last 


general election wiped out the huge 
majorities registered in 1920, appear- 
ed today to be holding the ground 
gained in 1922, speaking generally. 
They made one notable gain when 
they elected a democratic governor 
in Kentucky, a state that went re- 
publican as to state offices and one 


* United States senator in 1920. 


Nowhere were the democratic pre- 


election hopes disappointed yester- 
day where there was a basis ior 
such hopes, except possibly in New 
York state, wheie Gov. Al Smith's 
forces hoped to capture control of J 
the state assembly. They suffered & 
decided setback, the republicans cap- 
turing five seats lost last election. 
This was a setback for Smith, but 
such are the mutations of New York 
politics that it cannot be called very 
significant. 


The ku klux klan's sweeping vic- 


tory in the Ohio city elections was 
causing much comment among po- 
litical leaders here today. Taken ia 
connection with other developments, 
it seemed to point to the entrance 
of the klan into state and national 
politics in 1924 to a degree that will 
embarrass many candidates. 


There was little indication, in the 


scattered contests ot the line-up on 
prohibition.

Dr. Johnston was in Birmingham 


and a hearing on.the warrants was 
set for late today. 


The peace warrants against the 


three officials of the ku klux klan 
were dismissed when called for hear- 
ing in Judge Hancock's court this 
afternoon for want of prosecution. 


The court said Dr. Fred B. John- 


ston, who swore to the warrants had 
been advise^ to remain within the 
jurisdiction of the court but instead 
had gone to Birmingham. 


Arrest of Dr. H. W. Evans, im- 


perial wizard, and other high offi- 
cials of the ku klux klan on peace 
warrants was ordered today by the 
sheriff's office. 


The warrants were issued on com- 


plaint of Dr. Fred B. Johnston, that 
he feared for his life as a result of 
the murder of William S. Coburn, 
leader of an insurgent faction with- 
in the klan, by Phil E. Fox, pub- 
licity representative of the imperial 
palace. 


Dr. Johnston in asking the peace 


warrants charged that Fox called on 
him the night before Coburn was 
shot down in his office and declared 
that "you, William Joseph Simmons, 
E. Y. Clarke and Bill Coburn are 
slated to go." 


v The peace warrants were issued 
by Judge T. 0. Hancock of the 
municipal court against Evans, H. K. 
Ramsey, imperial kligraph; Brown 
Harwood, imperial klazik, and T. J. 
McKinnon, head of the klan investi- 
gation department. 


"Altho I did not believe Fox at the 


time, the slaying 
of 
Coburn has 


caused me to fear bodily harm at the 
hands of the Evans faction," Dr. 
Johnston declared. 


Other leaders of the faction with 


which Coburn was aligned have sur- 
rounded 
themselves 
with 
large 


bodies of armed guards to protect 
them from attack, it was learned. 


Simmons, now on a visit to Birm- 


ingham, is under constant guard of a 
large number of faithful followers.

rounded by armed men.

REAL APPLE BUTTER. 


E. E. Kelley in the Topeka Capi- 


tal: 
Apple butter, properly made, 


is started of an October afternoon— 
an afternoon when the sun gives but 
langurous warmth, when all the air 
is so still that the afternoon cock- 
crow can be heard from neighboring 
farms. Apple butter, properly made, 
is made over a wood fire, out of 
doors, in a big brass kettle. If sweet 
apple butter is desired, into 
the 


Kettle goes a quantity of sweet cider. 
The cider is boiled until it is just 
right—and any 
housewife knows 


when it is just right by the way it 
looks," and then into it is dropped 
apples 
a-plenty, 
properly 
peeled, 


cored and quartered. Sweet apples, 
of course, for sweet apple butter; 
but if it is to have a "sharp" taste, 
cider that has sharpened a little is 
used, and tart apples. And in either 
case the cooking continues until tlie 
apples have been cooked soft and 
stirred and walloped 
around into 


mush by means of a stirrer; which 
maje be a paddle of wood, but should 
be a wooden hoe with a long, narrow 
blade—a blade perforated by numer- 
ous auger-holes. By the old recipe 
it was the small boy's part to do the 
stirring, and keep stirring. 
For if 


the 
stirring process 
lagged and 


halted for but a moment the butter 
would "burn fast" to the bottom of 
the kettle, and the "b'ilin' " would be 
ruined. And the butter, when prop- 
erly done, would almost stand alone, 
like stiff mortar, and it had a tang 
of apples, and a cidery smell, and the 
shadow of a flavor of wood smoke.

LONDON, England. My dear 


Before the picture of this thing gets 
too blurred and before my own con- 
ception of what Russia was prior to 
. my visit is lost thru my contact with 
the actual, I'm going to try and give 
you a picture of how it looked to 
me. It is not going to be a very well 
organized or developed thing, be- 
cause I must write between sessions, 
appointments, etc., but I had better 
start in by telling you how I got into 
the country. 


At the soviet trade commission's 


offices at Stockholm I told the com- 
missioner, who is, to all intents and 
purposes, a minister, that I was 
anxious to ascertain, if possible, 
what hour the train from the border 
reached Petrograd, as I wished to 
wire K 
- to meet me at the sta- 


tion. 


"Oh," he said, "what difference 


does it make? You wire him that 
MU're coming, and he can wait at 
the station." 


If you can get your visa, which is 


not easy — there have not been 200 
Amreicans in Russia this year, I am 
told—getting into Russia is not at all 
uncomfortable or disagreeable, ex- 
cept thru the Polish 
border. The 


Warsaw way is bad. That is the re- 
•Ult of the feeling between the Poles 
»nd the Russians. 
But the Riga 


way, or the 
Helsingfors-Rajajoki 


way, Is comfortable and as pleasant 
as crossing any European frontier 
can be. 


We went via Stockholm to Abo, 


Finland, by boat, small 
steamers, 


very clean and well cared for. The 
Aland islands are strewn the entire 
way across the Baltic at this point, 
making it virtually an inland pas- 
sage. It was as steady as going up 


» the Hudson and extremely beautiful. 


At Abo the 
Finn 
customs 
were 


merely perfunctory. 
We reached 


there at noon and arrived at Helsing- 
fors at 7 a. m. The Finn railroads 
•were good and their cars new and 
clean. Finn in a prohibition country 
and their near-beer is the worst in 
the world, but, outside of that, the 
food was as good as in Sweden, 
•which is the best in Europe. 


Helsingfors 
is one of the best 


small cities in my European ex- 


- perience. It has a. drive and snap to 


it that is a great contrast to the 
grumbling, 
grumpy God-forsaken 


German towns, and the smelly, dirty 
French ones. 


You leave Helsingfors at 10 o'clock 


In a Finn model of the International 
Wagon Lits, not quite as ornate and 
not quite as good, but averaging a 
bit higher than our tourist car ac^ 
commodations. 


At the border town of Rajajoki, 


due to a lack of Finn-Russian rail 
convention, they dump you at the 
station for about an hour and a half, 
during which time you can lunch 
Then a shuttle train comes in anC 
hauls you five miles or so to the Rus- 
aian border town. 


There are plenty of evidences of 


fighting along 
the stretch — burnt 


bridges, smashed-up semaphore tow- 
ers, destroyed houses and villas. The 
Fin^s patrol the track for a mile or 
two 
from the 
border, which is 


marked by a small stream and a 
burned-down brick water-tower. On 
the other side of the bridge there is 
a rather undersized youngster in a 
dark green uniform with a clotn 
peaked helmet, a bayoneted gun, 
high boots and a red star insignia on 
each sleeve. That's the first of Trot- 
sky's boys. You are in Russia. 


Everything is exceedingly leisure- 


ly. Two porters, who are official, 
handle all the luggage. It is waria 
and very quiet. 


Two or three hens are snoozing m 


the dust under tbe station yard 
shrubbery, a yellow pup smells of 
the car grease, and three or four 
young men la various uniforms, ail 
bloused. with high boots and either 
the peaked cloth helmet or the regu- 
lar Russian short visored cap, show 
up and, after a chat with the en- 
gineer. drift into the long, low and 
decidedly dilapidated station. It's 
dirty, and when you enter you get 
the first whiff of that peculiar musty 
odor, a combination of sweaty wool 
cloth, dirt, cigaret smoke, stale tea 
and grease that never leaves you 
until your nostrils become so cal- 
loused to it that it no longer regis- 
ters.
